AN ACT Relating to prohibiting | obbying activities by a Washi ngt on
public ports association; and anendi ng RCW53. 06. 030 and 42. 17. 190.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCWA53.06.030 and 1989 c 425 s 4 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) The port district commssions in this state are enpowered to
desi gnate the Washington public ports association as a coordinating
agency through which the duties inposed by RCW 53.06.020 may be
performed, harnonized or correl ated. The purposes of the Wshington
public ports association shall be:

(()) (a) To initiate and carry on the necessary studies,
i nvestigations and surveys required for the proper devel opnent and
i nprovenent of the comrerce and business generally common to all port
districts, and to assenble and analyze the data thus obtained and to
cooperate with the state of Washington, port districts both within and
wi thout the state of Washington, and other operators of term nal and
transportation facilities for this purpose, and to nake such
expenditures as are necessary for these purposes, including the proper
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pronotion and advertising of all such properties, wutilities and
facilities;

((2r)) (b) To establish coordinating and joint narketing bodies
conprised of association nenbers, including but not Ilimted to
establishment of a federation of WAshington ports as described in RCW
53.06.070, as nmmy be necessary to provide effective and efficient
mar keting of the state's trade, tourism and travel resources;

((63))) (c) To exchange information relative to port construction,
mai nt enance, operation, adm nistrati on and managenent;

((64))) (d) To pronote and encourage port devel opnment al ong sound
econom c |ines;

((65»)) (e) To pronote and encourage the devel opnment of
transportation, comrerce and industry;

((66))) (f) To operate as a clearing house for information, public
relations and liaison for the port districts of the state and to serve
as a channel for cooperation anong the various port districts and for
the assenbly and presentation of information relating to the needs and
requi renents of port districts to the public.

(2) A Washington public ports association is prohibited from
directly or indirectly engaging in |obbying, as defined in RCW
42.17.020(31), and may not expend funds for this purpose.

Sec. 2. RCW42.17.190 and 1995 ¢ 397 s 7 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) The house of representatives and the senate shall report
annual | y: The total budget; the portion of the total attributed to
staff; and the nunber of full-tinme and part-tinme staff positions by
assignnment, with dollar figures as well as nunber of positions.

(2) Unless authorized by subsection (3) of this section or
ot herwi se expressly authorized by law, no public funds may be used
directly or indirectly for |obbying: PROVIDED, This does not prevent
of ficers or enpl oyees of an agency from comunicating with a nenber of
the |l egislature on the request of that nenber; or communicating to the
| egi sl ature, through the proper official channels, requests for
| egi slative action or appropriations which are deened necessary for the
efficient conduct of the public business or actually nade in the proper
performance of their official duties: PROVI DED FURTHER, That this
subsection does not apply to the legislative branch.
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(3) Except as provided in subsection (4) of this section, any
agency, not otherw se expressly authorized by law, may expend public
funds for |obbying, but such | obbying activity shall be [imted to (a)
providing information or comunicating on matters pertaining to
of ficial agency business to any elected official or officer or enployee
of any agency or (b) advocating the official position or interests of
the agency to any elected official or officer or enployee of any
agency: PROVIDED, That public funds may not be expended as a direct or
indirect gift or canpaign contribution to any elected official or
officer or enployee of any agency. For the purposes of this
subsection, the term"gift" nmeans a voluntary transfer of any thing of
val ue wi thout consideration of equal or greater value, but does not
include informational material transferred for the sole purpose of
informng the recipient about matters pertaining to official agency
busi ness. This section does not permt the printing of a state
publ i cati on which has been otherw se prohibited by | aw

(4) A Washington public ports association authorized under chapter
53.06 RCW is prohibited from directly or indirectly engaging in
| obbyi ng and may not expend funds for this purpose.

(5) No elective official or any enployee of his or her office or
any person appointed to or enployed by any public office or agency may
use or authorize the use of any of the facilities of a public office or
agency, directly or indirectly, in any effort to support or oppose an

initiative to the |egislature. "Facilities of a public office or
agency" has the sane neaning as in RCW 42.17.130 and 42.52.180. The
provisions of this subsection shall not apply to the followng

activities:

(a) Action taken at an open public neeting by nenbers of an el ected
| egi slative body to express a collective decision, or to actually vote
upon a notion, proposal, resolution, order, or ordinance, or to support
or oppose an initiative to the legislature so long as (i) any required
notice of the neeting includes the title and nunber of the initiative
to the legislature, and (ii) nenbers of the |egislative body or nenbers
of the public are afforded an approxi mately equal opportunity for the
expressi on of an opposi ng view,

(b) A statenment by an elected official in support of or in
opposition to any initiative to the legislature at an open press
conference or in response to a specific inquiry;

(c) Activities which are part of the normal and regul ar conduct of
the office or agency;

(d) Activities conducted regarding an initiative to the legislature
that would be permtted under RCW42.17.130 and 42.52.180 if conducted
regardi ng ot her ball ot neasures.

((5y)) (6) Each state agency, county, city, town, municipal
corporation, quasi-mnunicipal corporation, or special purpose district
whi ch expends public funds for |obbying shall file with the conm ssi on,
except as exenpted by (d) of this subsection, quarterly statenents
providing the followng information for the quarter just conpleted:

(a) The nane of the agency filing the statenent;

(b) The nane, title, and job description and salary of each el ected
official, officer, or enployee who |obbied, a general description of
the nature of the |obbying, and the proportionate anmpbunt of tine spent
on the | obbying;

(c) Alisting of expenditures incurred by the agency for | obbying
including but not |limted to travel, consultant or other special
contractual services, and brochures and other publications, the
princi pal purpose of which is to influence |egislation;

(d) For purposes of this subsection the term "l obbying" does not
i ncl ude:

(1) Requests for appropriations by a state agency to the office of
financi al managenent pursuant to chapter 43.88 RCWnor requests by the
office of financial managenent to the |egislature for appropriations
other than its own agency budget requests;

(i1) Recommendations or reports to the legislature in response to
a legislative request expressly requesting or directing a specific
study, recommendation, or report by an agency on a particul ar subject;

(ti1) Oficial reports including recommendations submtted to the
|l egislature on an annual or biennial basis by a state agency as
requi red by | aw,

(1v) Requests, recommendations, or other communi cation between or
wi thin state agencies or between or wthin | ocal agencies;

(v) Any other |obbying to the extent that it includes:

(A Tel ephone conversations or preparation of witten
correspondence;

(B) In-person | obbying on behalf of an agency of no nore than four
days or parts thereof during any three-nonth period by officers or

enpl oyees of that agency and in-person | obbying by any el ected official
of such agency on behalf of such agency or in connection wth the
powers, duties, or conpensation of such official: PROVIDED, That the
total expenditures of nonpublic funds made in connection with such
| obbying for or on behalf of any one or nore nenbers of the |egislature
or state elected officials or public officers or enployees of the state
of Washi ngton do not exceed fifteen dollars for any three-nonth period:
PROVI DED FURTHER, That the exenption under this subsection is in
addition to the exenption provided in (d)(v)(A) of this subsection;

(C) Preparation or adoption of policy positions.

The statenents shall be in the form and the manner prescribed by
the comm ssion and shall be filed within one nonth after the end of the
gquarter covered by the report.

((668Y)) (7) In lieu of reporting under subsection ((£5))) (6) of
this section any county, city, town, nmunicipal corporation, quasi
muni ci pal corporation, or special purpose district may determ ne and so
notify the public disclosure commssion, that elected officials,
of ficers, or enployees who on behalf of any such | ocal agency engage in
| obbyi ng reportabl e under subsection ((5)})) (6) of this section shal
regi ster and report such reportable |obbying in the same manner as a
| obbyist who is required to register and report under RCW42.17. 150 and
42.17.170. Each such |l ocal agency shall report as a | obbyi st enpl oyer
pursuant to RCW42.17.180.

((6H)) (8) The provisions of this section do not relieve any
el ected official or officer or enployee of an agency from conplying
with other provisions of this chapter, if such elected official,
officer, or enployee is not otherw se exenpted.

((68))) (9) The purpose of this section is to require each state
agency and certain |ocal agencies to report the identities of those
persons who | obby on behalf of the agency for conpensation, together
with certain separately identifiable and nmeasurabl e expenditures of an
agency's funds for that purpose. This section shall be reasonably
construed to acconplish that purpose and not to require any agency to
report any of its general overhead cost or any other costs which relate
only indirectly or incidentally to |obbying or which are equally
attributable to or inseparable from nonlobbying activities of the
agency.
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The public disclosure conm ssion nmay adopt rules clarifying and
inplementing this legislative interpretation and policy.
